A communication from C. Cudebaugh, of Kemperville, Alaska, published 
elsewhere in The Constitution, makes very pertinent an inquiry touching the 
contributory negligence of the United States government in the debauching

Mr. Cudebaugh would not, presumably, have been so ready with official 


facts and figures had not the reality of his assertions been’ strongly sub- 


Stantiated. 
According to his statistics for the third judicial division of the territory, 


a liquor license is issued for every thirty-six inhabitants, and the pro rata 
Share of each inhabitant in the enormous drink bill of the division is $266.25. 
or the entire three divisions, with a white population of 30,000, the licenses 
average one to each seventy-five white inhabitants, with a pro rata share 
of $134.40. 

Writing of this report, Mr. Cudebaugh says, “it is astounding and will 
cause the uninformed to believe that the citizens of Alaska are miserable 
drunkards, but the fact much of the liquor shown in my report is sold 
to the Esquimaux and causes frightful debauchery among them: I have lived 
at my present location for six years, and,’ he continues, with a sort of tragic 
levity, “have seen so muck of the awful results of selling liquor to the na. 
tives it has turned my hair gray.” The statistics, be it observed, are taken 
trom the governor's report.¢ 

lt would be extremely interesiing to obtain from Mr. 
other competent authority, an approximate estimate of the moral, physical 
and mental degeneracy visited upon this primitive people by their unre- 
Strained access to alcoholic stimulants. Even more enlightening would be 
Statements concerning the baneful manner in which whisky figures in busi- 
ness transactions between the simple and untaught natives and unscrupulous 
white traders, who utilize the ungoverned appetites of the Esquimaux in buy- 
ing their labor and products at figures in woeful SnerepEnes to actual 
values. 

One of the mogi disreputable chapters in the history of the United States 
is the fashion in which conscienceless white men were permitted to despoil 
the Indians of stamina and material possessions, before the strong hand of 
the governme,® intervened to safeguard an unsophisticatcd people incapable 
of self-protection. 

We owe a larger duty of guardianship to the Esquimaux than to the In- 
dians, for the leading reasons that they are even more helpless than the 
latter and that the gloomy experience of the past points a reproachful lesson, 

We cannot, in good faith, agonize over the spectacle of the Chinese nation 
made slaves to opium by British bayonets, until we can prove our own skirts 
clean in a matter no less reprehensible.

Most of us, quite unconsciously per- 
haps, are masqueraders. ‘The domino 
of diffidence or the’ mask of imperturb- 
ability conceals the real ego from the 


occasional few who have given abiding 
pledges of their sincerity to know what 
actuadly lingers in the fina) recesses of 
each man’s personality. 

The assertion applies with peculier 
force to the individuality of Joel Chand- 


ler Harris. The conspiracy of fate and 
circumstance that mafe him a weorld- 
figure, served only to thicken about his 
real character the obscuring mist in- 
voked by his Instinctive distaste for all 
that savored of.parade or self-advertise- 
ment. Only occasionally are revealing 
gleams found in his work, and from 
such infrequent’ hints the reading public 
has built up a beautiful, & a somewhat 
inadequate, conception of the man. 

Tt is a lasting pity that the handsome 
and intimate volume just issued for pri- 
vate ciroulation sheulid not be available 
to public patronage. For it shows the 
man, pictorally and through the falth- 
ful megic of the written word, in pro- 
pria persona—clean-cut, healthy of mind 
gnd temperament, compelling in his per- 
sonal loyalties and effections, generous 
and unqualified in his broad tolerance. 

It discloses him as those wha had siy- 
ly penetrated hie reticence knew him, 
vividly yet with the touch of calculated 
casualness that forestalls the stiffness or 
the attitudinizing of studied biography. 

The work is a tribute to the taste and 
the appreciation of Ivy W. Lee, son of 
Dr. James W. Lee, of this city. Jt was 
upon his initiative that the materia] was 
gathered, and at his expense that it was 
given sunyptuous publication.
